Solons Sift 
“Must” Bills 
Legislation Is Placed 


On “Administration” 
Or “Anti” Classification 


SACRAMENTO (UP) — Admin- 
istration ranks in the state legis- 
lature began today to place pro- 
posed legislation on a purely “ad- 
ministration or anti-administration” 
basis. 

As the lawmakers started the sec- 
ond week of the last-half session, 
confronted with a heavy volume of 
controversial issues, it was planned 
to segregate the proposals to de- 
termine which ones are ta have 
backing of the. administration. 

While this move to put legisla- 
tion on a party basis was getting 
under way, Gov. Culbert L. Olson, 
in a radio “fireside chat,” present- 
ed a picture of harmony between 
the executive branch of state gov- 
ernment and th econservative, Re- 
publican-controlled Senate. 

The governor said he did not ex- 
pect to encounter any serious op- 
Position in the lesislature to his 
record $557,000,000 budget or to the 
much-talked-about plan to put the 
unemployed to work by enacting 
production-for-use legislation. 

Only opposition to a “works pro- 
gram” now being’ prepared, Olson 
said, was expected from a small 
minority in the upper house. That 
group, he said, was unable to rec- 
oncile itself to legislating the gov- 
ernment and the conservative, Re- 
it approved of the government op- 
erating public scools, building high- 
ways and other public enterprises.
